Secretary Gives Reasons Why 
More Money Is Made Out 
of Men’s Policies. 


While mortality among women is 
lighter than among men and their ex- 
pectancy therefore greater, insurance 
companies have found risks on the lives 
of women unprofitable and write pol- 
icles on women’s lives only for limited 
amounts and at higher ratea or under 
restrictions, according to T. A. Phil- 
lips, secretary of the Minnesota Mutual 
Life of St. Paul, in an address before 
the American life convention at the 
Christ Church Cathedral Mission House, 
Thirteenth and Locust streets. 

Phillips ascribed three causes for the 
heavy losses sustained by insurance 
companies on the lives of women. 

1. The difficulty in obtaining satisfac- 
tory medical examinations due to the 
aelicacy which women feel in disclosing 
their conditions even to their family 
physicians. Women, he said, can hide 
their ailments better than men. 

4. Serious conditions which sometimes 
Cannot be discovered in women even by 
a thorough examination. 

(3) The element of moral hazard and 
Speculation which is greater among 
women than among men. 

The losses sustained by the companies 
on women’s lives are greater during the 
first five years of the existance of poli- 
cies, said Phillips, and the risks ar 
greatest on young married women; 
among spinsters the mortality rate is 
lower than that of men, among married 
women it is higher, while widows and 
divorcees die at about the same rate as 
men. 

According to Phillips, as women grow 
older they become more desirable risks, 
and young women are particularly haz- 
ardous. Women, he said, succumb 
quicker to tuberculosis than men, but 
men quicker than women to degenera- 
tive diseases, and men die by suicid:; 
and accident at the rate of three to one 
of women, 

Writing {insurance on women will be- 
come more profitable, as they become 
hardier through engaging in commercial] 
life, said Phillips.

These reforms were necessary, Car- 
ranza points out, because there ex- 
isted the danger that if the functions 
of Government were limited strictly 
in accordance with the constitution 
ot 1857, the administration of public 
affairs would not meet the necessities 
of the time and there would be a re- 
turn to tyranny through the: absorp- 
tion of powers by the executive. An- 
other source of danger was that the 
rowers vested in the legislative 
branch of the Government would be 
a constant stumbling block in the 
way of beneficial administration. 

The ehemies of the Constitutionalists, 
Gen. Carranza continues, have omitted 
nothing to prevent completion of the 
program, even going so far as to im- 
peril the dignity of the republic and en- 
wanger Its sovereignty by trying to pro- 
voke conflict with a neighboring re- 
public, seeking to bring about inter- 
vention on the pretext that there was 
no protection for the lives and properties 
of foreigners. They even pretended to 
seek intervention for humanitarian con- 
siderations, appearing to lament the 
shedding of blood in a necessary war, 
although they did not scruple to squan- 
der lives and permit a]l manner of ex- 
cesses against natives and foreigners. 
These enemies of the constitutionalists 
oppose not only the reforms already ef- 
fected but those in prospect. Therefore, 
the preamble says, the only way in 
which to attain the desired ends is to 
provide for constitutional assembly 
through which the whole country will be 
able to express clearly its sovereign will, 
putting the Government on a firm basis 
beyond all question of legality. 

Precedent for Action, 

As a precedent for the action of Gen. 
Carranza in calling a constitutional con- 
vention, the decree refers to the fact 
that in 1857 a similar assembly was con- 
voked, after Santa Anna was deposed. 
The legality of this assembly was un- 
doubted, although {ft did not follow the 
Constitution of 1824. 

The enemies of the Constitutionalists, 
Gen. Carranza says further, have !{m- 
puted to him motives which he never 
entertained. Accordingly he determined 
to forestall attacks by a frank and sin- 
cere declaration that the reforms pro- 
jected are not intended to lead to tha 
establishment of a dictatorship. On the 
other hand, the government to be ea- 
tablished will be of such form as to 
demonstrate categorically that sover- 
eignty resides within the people, by 
whom it should be exercised for the 
public benefit. Both Federal and state 
rights will be respected and the spirit 
of the Constitution will be carried out.

RAT FLEA IS SAID TO BE 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS CARRIER 


Rockefeller Institute Said te Be 
Working on Idea That Insects 
Spread the Discase. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Fleas abiding 
in the fur of rats are now supposed to 
be carriers of infantile paralysis, ac- 
cording to Health Commissioner Hmer- 
son. Dr. Emerson said today, however, 
that the theory that human beings 
transmitted the disease through persona! 
contact was still considered the most 
plausible by the New York health au- 
thorities, and that the Health Depart- 
ment will continue to act on-that as- 
sumption. He admitted, however, that 
recent developments in the search for 
the carrier of poliomyelitis indicated that 
= suspicion of ‘the rat flea was justi- 

fied. 

“We have eliminated every other bug 
and animal,”’ said Dr. Emerson, ‘‘but the 
rat flea.’’ 

It is said that the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute has been working on the rat flea 
theory, using hundreds of rats supplied 
by the Health Department, in an effort 
to establish the truth or falsity of the 
ptheory by exposing monkeys. The re- 
sults have not yet been announced.

The principal obstacle to these ship- 
ments was ,jremovéd when word came 
yesterday that the Turkish Government 
had reconsidered its former refusal to 
allow them, on condition that they pass 
through the port of Beirut and be dis- 
tributed by Red Cross and Red Crescent 
societies. 

Oct. 21 and 22 have been designated by 
President Wilson as special days for 
collection of funds and supplies for fam- 
ine-stricken Syrians and Armenians.

CHICAGO DETECTIVES DISCOVER

Amount Expected to Be Realized by 
Scheme Estimated at From 
$300,000 to $500,000. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 15. — Detectives 
here say they have details of a plot 
to swindle 17 banks in the United 
States out of $300,000 to $500,000. It 


was also announced that a detective 
will go to Gottenburg, Sweden, armed 
with extradition papers for Carl von 
Bardi, wanted in connection with the 
alleged plot. 

Von Bardi. according to the Swedish 
Consul here has been in a Gottenburg 
prison since last May, when he was 
captured through a wireless message 
on a charge of having forged checks 
for $3000 on a Chicago manufacturing 
eoncern. Although the Swedish au- 
thorities have refused to extradite 
him, they have also refused to re- 
lease him. 

According to the police, Von Bardi 
assumed in Chicago the name of a 
French count. Here and in other 
American cities, hei worked for five 
years in one bank after another, fa- 
miliarizing himself, it is said, with the 
Lank officials signatures and gather- 
ing a supply of stationary and blank 
forms to be used in the alleged swind- 


ling plot.

Thousands of postal cards are being 
sent out by the political committees to 
voters notifying them that if they wish 
to vote in the November election they 
must register next Monday, Tuesday, 
Wednesday or Thursday.

IN FARCE ON TRUTH 


Veracity Gets. Everybody Into 
Trouble in New Play Shown 
in New York. 


By Leased Wire From’ the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Certain 
thorities in the Longacre Theater last 
night said that the theme of William 
Collier's new farce was as old as the 
plays of Lopez de Vega. Even in the 


sixteenth century, the story of the man 
who, by sticking to the literal truth, 
keeps himself arid everyone around him 
in hot water, must have had an ancient 
ring. Nevertheless, in its present rein- 
carnation, the old idea was capitally 
used, so in the interest of strict verac- 
ity, it must be recorded that ‘Nothing 
But the Truth’? made a real hit. 

This piece, which James Montgomery 
fashioned from a noval by Frederick 
Isham, admirably meets the old real 
test of a farce. Though it began some- 
what slowly, it soon had its audience 
in a gale of laughter that kept up until 
the last word was spoken. It was 
harmed a little by reiteration of situa- 
tions, but its movement, nevertheless, 
was brisk, its dialogue was amusing, 
and it was very well acted. 

The story was about a broker who bet 
his two partners and a friend $10,000 that 
he could tell the unvarnished truth for 
2% hours. The amount of this stake had 
just been entrusted to him by his fiancee. 
his partner’s daughter, for investment. 
It represented funds she had collected 
to found a charitable institution, and 
her father had promised to double it if 
she could raise $10,000 more. 

The George-Washington fidelity to 
truth which the hero maintained, 
through 2 slowly dragging hours, 
plunged himself and everyone else into a 
state of trouble. It nearly bankrupted 
the brokerage firm. It all but broke up 
the senior partner’s peaceful domestic 
household. It barely missed shattering 
the hero’s dream of love. In the end, 
it proved the pernicious doctrine that 
there is no boon in the world so great 
as an occasional well-uttered lie. It com- 
pletely negatived the old injunction: 
"Tell the truth and shame the devil.”’ 

There were some minor complications, 
one of which amusingly involved a sly 
old Bishop who wanted to turn a dis- 
honest penny in the stock market. Oil 
was poured on the troubled waters by 
the glib Hes which the hero told after 
he had won his bet.

Elimination Contests Have Nar- 
rowed Field of 14 Cities 
Down to Semi-Finals. 


Inter-city competition in munictf- 
pal athletics other than baseball, 
will come into its own here during 
the next two weeks, when the semi- 
finals and finals in the National 
Municipal Recreation Federation 
tournaments will be staged. The 
tennis matches will be played next 
week and the golf championship- is 
scheduled to be decided on Sept. 


29-80. 

This will be the first time in the his- 
tory of municipal athletics in the dif- 
ferent cities that tournaments of this 
kind have been attempted. The asso- 
ciation was formed here early in the 
summer and originally 14 cities entered. 
By a series of elimination matches in 
the East,, West and central districts 
this list has been narrowed down to 
four cities in tennis and six in golf. The 
central elimination matches are sched- 
uled for early next week, in Chicago, 
with Peoria, Racine and Chicago as the 
contending teams. 


St. Louis Exempt From Trials. 


St. Louis was this year known as the 
“champion city,” and therefore did not 
have to compete in the elimination 
clashes. 

The four cities still remaining in the 
running for the tennis championship are 
New York, winner of the Eastern title; 
Cincinnati of the central, Minneapolis 
of the West, and St. Louis. 

The present schedule of the associa- 
tion calls for New York and Cincin- 
nati to play in Cincinnati, next Mon- 
day and Tuesday, for the right to com- 
pete against Minneapolis in the semi- 
finals here next Wednesday ard Thurs- 
day. The winner of this match will op- 
pose St. Louis for the championship on 
Friday and Saturday. To date it has 
not been decided .whether to play the 
matches at Fairg-ound or in Forest 
Park. 


St. Louis Team Very Young. 


In the finals, this city will be rep- 
resented by three of the rising young 
stars of the tennis world. They are 
Ted Drewes, Taylor Ward and Fred 
Josties, none of whom has reached thé 
voting age. Ward and Drewes will 
play in the singles, the latter having 
gained this honor by defeating Jos- 
ties in an elimination match, 6—2 
6-3. Drewes and Josties, the pres- 
ent municipal champions, will pair 
in the doubles. 

Final arrangements for the golf 
championships have not been made 
to date, it was announced today by 
Rodowe Abeken, director of municipal 
athletics, because the Central elimi- 
nations have not yet been decided. 
Peoria, Racine and Chicago will fight 
for this district championship in the 
Windy City next Monday. 

After these matches are decided, 
the semi-finals and finals will be 
arranged for, as Hartford has already 
won the Eastern title, while Western 
honors have been captured by Des 
Moines. As in tennis, St. Louis’ will 
compete only in the finals.
